DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-13, filed 07/09/2009, with respect to the 
rejections filed 02/12/2009 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-12, 14-15, and 17-24 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 15, the prior art of record, either singularly or in 
combination, does not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, a 
pipeline to hold flowing liquid to be treated with light radiation, the pipeline comprising 
walls made of light transparent material and surrounded by air and a reflector to reflect 
light generated by the light source through the window into the flowing liquid within the 
pipeline, wherein the reflected light strikes the walls of the pipeline at angles of 
incidence greater than a critical angle for total internal reflection to enable the total 
internal reflection. 

Claims 2-6, 8-1 2, 1 4, and 1 7-24 are allowed due to the dependency of their 
respective independent claims 1 and 15.
